School officials in Western Palm Beach Coun- 
ty are aware of the growing gang problem in the 
community and are working to keep gang activ- 
ity out-of the schools. 

At Pahokee Junior/Senior High School, Princi- 
pal May Gamble said students involved in gang 
activity have been sent to alternative programs. 

She said gangs were'a-problem for the school 
„about three years ago, but staff training and 
strict enforcement of school rules helped bring it 
under control. 

“We have it pretty much cleaned out,” she 
said. 

While there is occasionally 
graffiti on campus, the principal 
said it is rarely gang-related. 

“There is very little graffiti on_ 
our campus period,” she said. 
“The students take pride in 
their school.” 

‘She said she is concerned 
about. security. The Pahokee 
school is one of the few area 
high schools not fenced. A secu- 
rity officer patrols the parking 

` lot to keép outsiders off the campus. 

Students. receive training in non-violent con- 
flict resolution at the school. There is a group of 
peer mediation students who help others resolve 
their disputes. 


“It's not as widespread here as it is in Boca 
Raton. However, the movement is, certainly 
here,” he said. 

He said the school uses educational programs 
and a strong discipline program to head off 
gang-related problems. 


“We'do not allow anything involved with — 


gangs at the schools,” he said. 

The-principal said some students have shown 
interest in gangs. A couple have drawn gang 
symbols on t-shirts. j 

“At this age, they're mostly ‘'wanna-bes',” he 
added. 

“When we notice anything of that nature, we 
immediately have the students take it off,” he 
said. 

The school does not allow 
hats-or any type of clothing 
worn on the head, he said. 

He said sometimes students 
copy something they see on 
television or in a fnusic video 
and have no idea what it 
means. 

The school provides training 
for teachers so they will know 
what to watch for, said Princi- 
pal May Gamble.

On the 1998 FloridaWrites 
Test, the Glades Schools 
showed marked improvement 
over last year’s scores. The 
“test, which asks students to 
write essays based on topics 
_ given out on the day of the test, 
is scored on 9 basis of one to 


six. To get off the state's critical 
list, at least one-third of- the 
fourth graders must score a 
three or better on the test. 

On the 1997 test, 26 percent 
of the students at Belle Glade 
Elementary scored three-or 
higher on the Florida Writes 
test; this year, 46 percent 
scored a three or higher. Last 
year, 27 percent of Rosenwald 
Elementary Schow students 
scored a three or higher; this 
year that percentage jumped to 
57.9 percent. Last year, only 10 
percent of Pioneer (Park Ele- 
mentary School students 
sepred three or higher on the 


test. This year, 54 percent of - 


the Pioneer Park fourth 
graders scored a three or high- 
er. Last year, 20 percent of the 
fourth. graders at K.E. Cun- 
ningham Elementary scored a 
three or highér; this year, 64.3 
percent made the grade.”

Excess cafféine (more 
than one or two cups of cof- 
fee or caffeinated soda a 
day) can also bring on 
migraines, so diet sodas can 
be a double threat. For 
those who start the day 
with a cup of coffee, skip- 
ping that morning ritual 


can also’ bring on a 
headache caused by caf- 
feine withdrawal. 

“The Complete Book of 
Alternative. Nutrition,” also 
suggests dietary deficien- 
cies can also contribute to 
headaches. A study from 
Henry Ford Hospital in 
Detroit found many 
migraine sufferers have a 
shortage. of magnesium in 
their diet. Good sources of 
magnesium include fruits 
and dark, leafy vegetables.

Killer kids - how can they bé'so evil?

It is becoming an image all 
too common: kids becoming 
killers. When 13-year-old 
Mitch Johnson and his, 11- 
year-óld cousin Andrew Gold- 
en slaughtered four children 
and one teacher in Jonesboro, 
Arkansas, the haunting memo- 
ries returned: of Luke Wood- 
bam killing two fellow stu- 


dents in Pearl, Mississippi; of 
14-year-old Michael Carneal 
murdering three classmates in 
Paducah, Kentucky; of Steven, 
the Lakeland teenager who, 
along with friends Tony and 
Jeremy, killed his father‘and 
planned a coast-to-coast killing 
“spree that was to include mur- 
dering their other parents. 
After the initial, national 
gasp of horror at the Jonesboro 


killing’ subsided, most of the 
discussion turned to guns: 
How did two kids get their 
hands on those weapons? Are 
our gun laws too lax?:These 
are certainly legitimate ques- 
tions, but they fail to address a 
more fundamental question 
tugging at me: What propelled 
these young hearts into such

Development promotes disease 
among Gopher Tortoises 


Uhiversity of Florida News

Urban development in Florida is forcing the 
threatened gopher-tortoise into closer and closer 
quarters, increasing the likelihood of them 
spreading a disease that could help speed their 
demise, according to new findings by University 
of Florida researchers. _ 

Mary Brown, a UF associate professor of 
pathobiology and a primary investigator in the 
research, said as land is developed, the decreas- 
ing habitat increases cohtact among tortoises 
and creates a greater chance of spreading 
Upper Respiratory Tract Disease, which 
destroys the respiratory tract and olfactory. 
senses, “This is an ideal situation for the spread 
of most infectious diseases,” she said. 

Paul Klein, a UF professor of pathology, 
immunology and laboratory medicine and a pri- 
mary investigator, said the disease is not treat- 
able in the wild. 

Klein said the loss of smell interferes with the 
tortoises’ ability to find food, which may lead to 
malnutrition and starvation. He said the dam- 
aged respiratory tract can lead to secondury 
infections ‘hat would not have occurred with a 
Hens seepiratory tract. 

7) searchers developed a brochure to help 
field workers identify ill tortoises, which may 
show signs of a runny nose, ocular discharge 
and swollen eyes. However, he said, some tor- 


toises can be infected and show no dutward- 


signs of the disease.

The dis- 
ease has been seen in captive tortoises since the 
1950s. The organism that éause it, Mycoplasma 
agassizii, was isolated seven years ago. “The 
disease is one factor that can contribute to pop- 
ulation decline,” said Brown. 

Klein, Brown and. Elliot Jacobson, also a pri- 
mary investigator and a professor of small ani- 
mal clinical sciences, presented the findings last 
month at a mini-symposium at Walt Disney 
World’s Animal Kingdom theme park.

A gust of wind — 


It was the wind measurement 
“heard around the-world. A gust of 

It was: December 16th of last 
year. Super Typhoon Paka was 
making laridfall on the island of 
Guam. Anderson Air Force Base, 
located on the northeast point of 
the island, reported a peak wind 
gust of 236 mph. 

If that wind report was con- 
firmed, it would exceed the cur- 
rent world record of 231 mph 
recorded at Mt. Washington, New 
Hampshire in April of 1934. 


that large tornadoes and some 
hurricanes have produced winds 
over 231 mph. However, these 
powerful storms usually destroy 
everything, including anemome- 
, ters, which made documenting 


their high winds impossible. 
Recenfly, scientists in 
Oklahoma used a small, portable 


Doppler Radar to measure the 
winds of a tornado, The Doppler 
clocked the twister’s winds at 287 
mph. This wind measurement did- 
n't become the new world récord, 
however, because it was done 
remotely, not by an anemometer. 
Yet, an anemometer did record 
the wind gust at Guam. Could a 
new world record have been set? A 
team of scientists and researchers 
were about to find out. 
Following the passage of the 
typhoon,.a multi-agency asséss-- 
ment teani, Teprosenting NOAA, 


the Tropical Prediction Center, 


the new world record. 

The group reviewed the wind 
record at Anderson Air Force 
Base, examined the Guam 
Doppler Radar and conducted « 
site survey that included ground 
and aerial damage assessment. 

Their conclusion? The peak 
wid gust report of 235 mph was 
not accurate and could not 
accepted as a world record wind 


While the overall evidence sug- 
gested the peak wind gust was 
exaggerated, the “smoking gun” 
tumed out to be the anemometer 
itself. The team discovered that th 
combination of high winds and 
heavy rain on the anemometer 
produced the unrealistically high 
wind speed. 

It meant that Mt. Washington's 
231 mph wind gust woul! remain 


the world record. The Mt. - 


Washington observatory, the only 
mountaintop weather station in 
North America, is one of the
